MURDER IN M0RENCI. 


A Man Deliberately Shot and Killed 
In 
the Library. 
A 
murder 
occurrod at 
Mo 
renci last Saturday cvoning which 
is described as having been ono of 
tho most cold blooded and 
delib- 
erate that was over committed 
in 
tho camp. 
On Friday night a 
young 
man 
named Maxwoll was over at 
Jim-tow- 
about a milo from 
Moronci. 
Two 
othor men named Eandolph 
and Burns wero thoro also and tho 
throo mot in a saloon. 
Bandolph 
and Burns 
commenced 
bullying 
Maxwell but ho avoided thorn, evi 
dently 
not wanting 
troublo, but 
finally ono of the 
bullies forced 
him into a fight with 
tho rosult 
that Maxwoll gavo 
him 
a 
good 
whipping. 
The next 
evening 
Mr. Maxwell 
was sitting in tho company's 
lib- 
rary 
reading, 
in company 
with 
two other gontlemen, 
whon 
Ban- 
dolph and Burns entered. 
One of 
kthom jumped 
and grabbed 
Max- 
well and held him fast while the 
othor 
placed 
a 
rovolvor 
to 
his 
breast and fired, 
and ho dropped 
to tho floor dead. 
The murder was ono of the most 
cowardly and 
unprovoked 
that 
over occurred in this Territory.

murdcrors, 
who arc 
com- 
paratively 6trangcrs in tho 
camp, 
wero arrested and placed 
in jail.

An Indian Murder. 
On Sunday 
afternoon

o'clock an Apacho Indian 
named 
Eeubon 
Whiteman 
was 
assaulted 
by two other 
Indians, 
and died 
from 
his injuries 
early 
Monday 
morning. 
It appears that White-man'- s 
wife, who lives southeast of 
town, had somo "'tiswin," and 
in- 
toxicating 
drink 
mado 
by 
tho 
Indians, at her home, 
and 
diseov-c- 
d 
that somo one was 
stealing 
it. 
Her 
husband 
suspected two 
In- 
dians, and 
started 
out 
to hunt 
them. 
His wife was at her sister's 
tent, whose husband herds goats, 
when her husband 
camo in there 
with his head badly pounded 
up, 
and said Joe 
Bolman 
and 
Tnna-goz- e, 
two Indians, had beaten him 
with stones, and 
he died about 4 
o'clock Monday morning. 
Word 
was sont to the officors, 
who 
sent 
out and brought tho body iu, and 
Justice Bawlings, acting as 
coron- 
er, summoned a jury, who after 
in- 
vestigating the caso brought 
in a 
verdict charging tho Indians 
with 
tho crimo. 
An autopsy 
was mado 
by Dr. 
Collins, 
who 
found tho 
skull fractured by 
somo 
blunt in- 
strument, to an extent sufficient to 
cause 
death. 
Tho 
Indian 
was 
known 
as 
San Carlos 
B 83.. 
He 
was buried Monday by tho county. 
Sheriff Thompson 
telegraphed 
to 
San Carlos about the matter, and 
the Indians wero found and placed 
in 
the 
jail 
there, 
and 
will 
be 
brought here for preliminary 
hear- 
ing 
Globe 
Beit.
